Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney discussed the Applicant's invention in more detail in 
regards to what specifically is communicated to and from the sensors. Examiner and Attorney came to an impasse in 
the interpretation of claim language, "type of data" and "type of alarm", as disclosed in claims 1 and 3. Examiner stated 
that a "type of alarm" is a more narrow statement and can be interpreted as a "type of data" and how Chari et al could 
read on this claim language more specifically than Steen, III et al. Attorney disagreed with this interpretation. Attorney 
also stated that they would consider amending the claim language to add limitations about other information the 
sensors send to the monitoring computer. Examiner awaits Attorneys formal response. 
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
